W. we retook the Miner- 
va, a Valuable Liverpool West:India ship, that had been cap- 
tured 16 days before by the*Argus French privateer, belong- 
ing to:‘Bourdeaux ; and-I have the pleasure to add, that on the 
4d inst. we frtunately fell in with the Argus, and after a long 
chace of 108 miles, running 12 knots aa hour, took her close 
under Cape Finistérre. She is a beautiful new ship, not six 
months off the stocks, carrying 18 brass nine-pounders, pierced 
for 22, and 130 men; is copper-bottomed, and ‘a remarkable 
swift sailer. | Besidés the ‘Minerva, the Argus had captured, 
this ernize, two brigs belonging to Teigamouth ; the rhasters 
and crews of both | found on. board her. : 

And on the gth of this month we retook an American schoon- 
er from the Caracas, bound to Corunna, laden with cocoa and 
indigo, that had been taken eight days before by the Gironde 
privateer, from Bourdeaux. '

tured, off Carthagena, the Mutius Scevola French privateer, 
belonging to Genoa, and a Spanish Coaster; particulars of 
which J transmitted in a letter on service to the Earl of St 
Vincent.

It is my duty, therefore, solemnly to declare to the Swiss af

’ Helvetic League, of his amity and good neighbourhood, is 

firmly resolved to preserve towards her, in the most active 
~ manner, the ancient friendly relations ; and also, that his Im- 
perial Majesty has no other view than that of contributing, to 
the utmost of his power, that Switzerland may ehjoy, without 
interruption, its independence, its n.tegrity, its privileges, its 
fights, and its possessions, without diminution or alteration 
. ' whatever. : . 

On my, part, I confidently expect, that the troops under my

REPORT OF SECRET COMMITTEE. 

The Cuancector oF THE Excuequer moved the 
order of the day for taking into confideration the report 
of the Secret Committee, and moved that the Speaker 

* fhould leave the chair for the Houfe going into the Com- 
mittee of the whole Houfe. . 
_ The Speaker having left the chair, — 
The Cuancettor of the Excuequer rofe, and 
fpoke in fubftance as_ follows :—It is nut my intention 
* upon the prefent occafion to detain the Committee by 
‘ enlarging upon the circumftances ftated ia the report, 
which is now the fubject of confideration. 

. . From the report we perceive that the utmoft advan- 

~ yage has. refulted from that great meafure of precaution, 

the aét empowering his Majeflty to fecure and detain 
perfons fufpected of confpiring againft his perfon and 

* Government—a meafure which has been attended with 

the moft beneficial effects at moments the moft critical, 

- jn breaking up the defigns of the confpired, when they 

“approached nearly to the period of their execution, 
Following up the fuggeftions in the .report, the firft 

motion I fhall have the honour to propofe will be to 
continue that meafure, at the fame time adding to it.a 
 provifion to render it more effectual, a provifion found- 
ed as well upon its general propriety, as upon the parti- 
~ cular circumftances which the report has explained. — 
What I allude to is, to adopt a regulation’ empowering 

* his Majelty to transfer perivns arrelted under this acto 

‘ any place within the kingdom which may be deemed 

_ moft eligible. I do not mean to enlarge upon the poli- 

» ey of fuch a provifion.  thall only obierve that it will 

* Be notdrious to the Committee from the report under 

* confideration, and from another report lately prefented 

- to the Houfe, that one of the principal features of that 

confpitacy which has been profecuted in this country, 
but more particularly in the filter kingdom, where it 
actually led to fo much calamity and bloodfhed, has 
~been that. the defigns of the confpirators have continued 
to be conduéted under the direction of perfons in cuf- 

_ tody on charges of being its author, or guilty upon 

their own confeflion. 

It will hardly be denied, that circumftances are fuch 
as to require that all doubts fhould be removed refpect- 
ing the power of his Majelty to transfer perfons in. this 
fituation to the molt fafe and proper place of confine- 
ment, and likewife to enable Government to detain in 
cuftody here perfons arrefted in Ireland in the circum- 
ftances I have defcribed. This provifion arifes out of 
the meflage received from his Majelty refpecting the 
perfons brought from the fitter kingdom, to be detained 
in confinement in Great Britain. I feel likewife that 
it will not be fufficient to continue and enforce the laws 
already adopted for our fecurity, if we do not adopt. 
fome precaution againft the particular character of the

powerful body of evidence before us, the exiftence of 
fecret focieties totally unknown in the hiftory of this or 
any other country. Impreffed with the obfervation in 
the report of the Committee, that in the great ftruggle 
we maintain again{t Jacobinifm, it is neceflary to watch 
the fymptoms of the malady, ard to adapt the remedy 
to the appearance it aflumes, we mutt feel ourfelves 
bound to accommodate Oar precautions to the evil 
which we have difcovered. It will at the fame time be 
recorded to the honour of the Britifh Parliament, that 
while it did not negleét the falutary precautions which 
citcumftances imperioufly dictated, it did not pafs be- 
yond the bounds of that neceffity ; that equally firm and 
temperate, it has recolleéted what was to be yielded to 
fafety, arid what was due to the Conttitution, that it 
might with jult difcernment and moderation accommo- 
date the precaution to the danger. Confidering the in- 
veterate ipirit and the invincible perfeverance of the e- 
nemy, with whom we have to contend, I do not think 
any one meafure could be warranted as fufficient to car- 
ry the Conititution fafe through that mighty ftruggle we 
have to maintain, to that haven of fecurity and peace, 
which after a period-of exertion and perfeverance, more 
or lefs, protracted, we have a confident hope of attain- 
ing. For this arduous conteft, however, be it fhorter or 
be it longer, we mutt be prepared ; we mult be derer- 
minéd firmly to abide by the caufe we have embraced, 
vigoroufly to continue the efforts we have exerted, to. 
follow up wifely and vigilantly the provifions: which we 
have hitherto employed, unlefs we are contented to yield 
to the fuperior vigilance, energy, atid perfeyerance of 
an implacable enemy the pre-eminent blefiings which we 
enjoy. It is the duty of Parliament then, carefully to 
watch the fymptoms of the malady by which we are af- 
failed. Cals 
SECRET SOCIETIES, 
The. point which to-day feems moft urgently to chal- 
lenge our attention, is that of the fecret: Societies I 
have mentioned, all of which poffefs a common diftin- 
Wherever they have exifted, they 
have been animated by the fame fpirit, directed to the 
fame objects, and known by the fame effeds. They 
have {pread themfelves in Britain, in Ireland, through- 
out Ewrope. In the filter kingdom, we have feen them 
not merely threatening the mifchiefs with which they 
are fraught, but at one moment {cattering their. baleful 
confequences, and openly attempting the overthrow of 
all eftablithed Government. Even here, notwithftand- 
ing the prevalént loyalty of the great mafs of the peo- 
ple, and the powerful obftacles with which they have 
had to contend, we have feen that invincible perfeve- 
rance in a bad caufe by which the fpirit of Jacobivifm 
is peculiarly characterifed, while in other parts of Eu- 
rope, the exiftence of thefe fecret focieties has uniform 
ly been the forerunner,: or the attendant of the progrefs 
of French principles and the ravage of French arms. 
Thefe Societies, too, aréin their natwe totally repug- 
nant to the genius of this Conftitution, and ftrange to 
the habits of this nation. They are clearly of foreign 
growth; and while we are bound to difcourage them, 
we can employ with the more fatisfaction the ftrong 
meafures which are neceflary to their fuppreflion, be- 
caufe we mult be fenfible that we do not trench upon 
the principles or the fpirit of that liberty we inherit 


leges which give fangtion to the great right of petition 
to all recognized claffes of men, and with none of whith 
thofe new defcriptions of perfons can at all be confound. 
ed. Among the focieti this nature are, the Cor 
refponding Society, the United Englith, the. Unite 

Scotch, the United Britons, and the United Irith; 
Thefe focieties are now fo clearly proved to be fuch 
abufe of the privileges of this Conftitution, fo entirely 
inconfiftent with all Government, that all muit agree 
that they ought to be fuppreffed. In doing this there 
is one confideration which we ought to keep in view ; 


‘we muft be aware, that from the very outfer the leaders 


of thefe baneful focicties diltinétly anticipated in their 
Yefigns alf thofe horrors and calamities which have 
fince been developed in their progrefs, Many indivi- 
duals, however, there muft have been who, not under- 
ftanding the purpofe for which they were to co-operate, 
or not forefeeing the evils: to which they would lead, 
were lightly and inconfiderately drawn in to become 
members of fuch focieties. Adopting this diftinétion, 
then, it is intended that the meafures for fupprefling 
thefe bodies fhall only be profpective, that they hall not 
aim at punifhment, but prevention. We fhall do our 
duty in fetting 2 mark on the houfe where the peftilen- 
tial contagion prevails, and then let thofe who enter 
perith. In the firft inftance it fhall be the mild and 


‘forgiving policy of the meafures propofed, to feparaté 


the mifguided from the criminal. At the fame time, 
I have no hefjtation in faying, that after experiencing 
this fignal exercMe of mercy and forbearance, thofe who 
fhall continue members of thofe focieties, contraét the 
guilt of adhering to deliberate treafon. As, however, 
the great object is to dete& and punifh thofe who may be 
guilty of this offence, in its nature fo deep and atrocious, 
I flatter myfelf that a fummary conviétion, followed by 
a fummary punifhment, would anfwer the defired effect. 
My intention, therefore, is to propofe, that if any perfon 
after a day to be fixed hall continue a member of fuch 
focieties, they thall upon fummary conviction before a 
magiftrate, be’ liable to a certain fine, to be fummarily 
infligted. Looking at the defcription of perfons who 
in general compofe thefe affociations, I hope that this re- 


Perfuaded that even this fimple mode of proceeding, 
and this very gentle punifhment will be effectual, 1 am 
happy to propofe as a remedy for the evil a meafure 
which fo little trenches upon thofe bulwarks of liberty 
which it muft be our wifh to preferve. At the fame 
time, while in a political view it may attain the object 
defired, the punifhment it provides in a moral view, is 
by no means commenfurate to’the guilt which it affects. 
That theré are degrees of guilt’ among the members of 
thefe focieties is obvious; it is neceflary to keep this 
diftinGion before us. 

To be merely one of the herd may not be fo crimi- 
nal as to take an aétive part in promoting the illegal 
purpofes for which th illegal affociation is formed. I 
thould propofe therefore to give an option, either to 
proceed by fummary ‘conviction and fine, or by way of 
indictment in any Court of Record, leaving it to the 
difcretion of the Coyrt to punifh the offenders by fine 
or imprifonment, or in cafes of greater aggravation by 
tranfportation. It will be neceflary likewife to provide 
that the law fhall not be confined in its operation to the 
focieties already known by the names enumerated, but 
to focieties of the fame kind, and direéted to the fame 
objects, by whatever varying appellations they may be 
diftinguifhed. Of this kind are thofe where there exilts 
an unlawful and wicked engagement of mutual fidelity 
and fectecy, fuch as we have {ten fo much prevail. It

vails, which unhappily has been found to have fo great 
an influence on the weak and ignorant minds of the de- 
luded people; where is prattifed that mylterious fecrecy

the prefident, fecretaries, and the whole managemeut 
of the affairs of the fociety. All thefe affocrations, 
where fach praétices exift, fhall be declared unlawful. 
I need not hefitate to propofe to accompany this provi- 
fion with one which is neceffary to its effet. “This is 
to fubje@ the matters of thofe houfes where fuch meet- 
ings aflemble, whether public or private, to a fine.— 
Perfons who have been members, and withdrawing 
themfelves before a given day, to be exempted from the 
operation of the law. Thefe regulations, in themfelves 
fo perfectly free from the imputation of feverity, will, f 
hope,’ be fulficient to fecure the objects we have in view. 
Such will be the firlt branch of the fecond meafure 
which I feel it my duty to propofe. 
DEBATING SOCIETIES. 

The next part of this bill would be intended to re- 
medy an evil of inferior importance, one which in a 
certain degree mult fall under the daily obfervation of 
every man who hears me, and which has formed a part 
of the plan fo inceflantly purfued, of perverting the un- 
derftanding, depraving the minds, and corrupting the 
morals of the people of this country: I allude to the 
debating focieties, which, condugted, as they have 
been, and directed to the queitions they difcutied, tend 
to undermine all the principles of morality in the minds 
of thofe by whom they are frequented. Some time 
ago it will be recollected that perfons delivered lec- 
tures of the moit feditious tendency, and when thefe 
were prohibited hy the laws fo properly introduced for 
remedy of fuch abufes, they ailumed the title of hifto- 
rical lectares,-and, with little variation, were direéted 
to the fame objedts as before. Difcuflions of this na.ure 
in the hands by which they were taken up, and to 
the audience to whom they were addreffed, were em- 
ployed to.attack all religion, government, and fociety, 
though: in the outfet they may not fo directly tend to 
the confequences which it was the objeét of thele focie- 
ties to,attain, they ultimately tend to prepare the minds 
of men for thofe horrors and calamities which are the 
infallible confequences of thofe principles againft which 
it is our duty to provide. ‘To prevent fuch dangerous 
abufes, it will be a part of the propofed meafure to ex- 
tend the provifions again{t feditious leftures, and po- 
litical difcuflions, to all places where money is taken 
at,the door, making this the criterion, and putting them 
upon, the footing of diforderly houfes, unlefs where li- 
cence has been previoufly taken out, and where fubjeé 
to the infpection of the magiftrate. By this regulation 
I conceive no innocent purfuit or amufement wil! be 
obltrusted, and the public will be protected from an evil 
of a danger far beyond the importaace of thofe from 
whom it proceeds. 

en. THE PRESS. 

The provifions which I fhall have the honour to pro- 
pofe will likewife be direfted: again{ft another part of 
that plan, purfued with no lefs indultry to poifon the 
minds of the ignorant and unwary. It has been the 
proud and diltinguifhing principle of the law of En- 
gland, that the liberty.of the prefs has been cherifhed 
as the molt invaluable bulwark of liberty. It certainly 
is one from which, when not abufed,’ the greateft ad- 
vantages might be derived, but when abufed arid per- 
verted, it has led to the preateft.mifchief. It has, 
therefore, been the object of the law of this country, 
without impofing 
fequent refponfibili} in the author and publither, if they 
thould be guilty of private libels or public treafon. Thofe 
publications of a higher order, under the laws of the 
country, and the prevalent {pirit of loyalty in the peo- 
ple, are tolerably fure of being fubjected to punifhment 
for their libels, at leait thofe of a more flagrant nature. 
Happily thofe libels, formerly fo prevalent, are, owing 
‘to thefe caufes, more reftrained. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, we have feen the liberty of the prefs abufed in a 
way moit calculated to pervert and miflead the lower 
orders. Inftead of being employed to communicate 
knowledge and inftruction, it has been’ perverted to give 
falfe and imperfeét reprefentations of facts, and inade- 
quate or improper difcuflions of fubjects nowife adapted 
to thofe to whom they were addrefled, and fitted to pro- 
duce the greateft mifchief to thofe who are the imme- 
diate objects, and ultimately to the public itfelf. Hence 
has been profecuted to fuch an extent the plan of dif- 
feminating hand bills, tending to poifon the minds of 
the people, to deprave their morals, to pervert their 
loyalty, and to undermine their. religion, Againit this 
fpecies of mifchief fome new provifions are neceflary, 
the object of which will be, always to have refponfible 
the author or publifher. This regulation is {triétly in 
the fpirit of the conititution. If in its application it is 
new, it is becaufe the evil’ is likewife new, while 
the remedy is fo good and ucexceptionable in its na- 
tyre, mult be approved by all who value public public 
morals and public tranquillity. A provifion, the object 
of which is fo legitimate, cannot be felt as a reftraint 
by thofe who are engaged in the regular trade connest- 
ed with the prefs.

‘To prevent their 
being iffued from private prefles, it will be neceflary to 
obtain fome knowledge of thofe who may have fuch im- 
plements in their poffeffion, _ To obtain this, it is pro- 
pofed to have a regifter kept at thofe places where types 
are fabricated, (which are not very numerous) to dif- 
cover who acquire them, to make thofe who pow have 
prefics regifter them, and make it neceflary for every 
publication circulated to bear the name of the publither 
affixed toit. This regulation, I am fure, will not in- 
jure the caufe of {cience, literature and improvement, or 
even interfere with any innocent amufement, while it 
will fecure the public againft the circulation of anony- 
mous treafon, fedition, or impiety, by which, in the 
quarters moft expofed, the pillars of morality, religion 
and governntent are attacked, Such is the third ob- 
ject of the meafure which I fhall propofe. 

The report of the Committee will remain for further 
confideration, and it will be fer the Houfe to confider 
whether the nature of the dangers to which we are ex- 
pofed demands any frefh precautions. The tircum- 
ttances of the times required a vigilance always ready to 
accommodate our mealures of fecurity to the degree of 
malignity which danger may affume, and to vary their

A number of perfons lave beeen apprehended here 
and imprifoned, and as they are without a fingle ex- 
ception, all Britifh fubjeéts, their imprifonment forms a 
general topic of converiation,. I learn that they fre- 
quently held nocturnal meetings for private purpofes, 
of which Government obtained the fullel(t information, 
and, it is added, that it was by the confent of Ms Wal- 
pole that they were arreited ;—the major part of them 
are natives of Ireland, but none of anyrefpedtability. 
They alledge they are Free Mafons, but it will be a 
vere difficult taf to perfuade the Portugeze that their 
meetings were innocent. 

From Alexandria we learn, that Commodore Hood, 
with a {mall detachment, had landed and taken a {mall 
fort near that town, but unable to keep it, had {piked 
the cannon and retired. Captain Hallowell alfo difem- 
barked, and took a picquet (of about zo men) and 
carried them on board the Swiftfure, but finding them 
in the moft miferable condition, covercd with itch 
and fcurvy, was obliged to fead them again on 
thore, for fear of the infection extending to his own 
crew.

COPY OF A LETTER FROM CALICUT, DATED AUGUST 
28. 1798. 

By a veffel which arrived at Tellicherry from Mocha 
a few days ago, we learn that a French privateer, called 
L’Unie, mounting 20 guns (eight-pounders,) and 300 
men.on board, had been at that port under Danifh co- 
lours, and, after recruiting her water and provifions, 
and after gaining every information as to the deftination 
of the different veffels there, departed.’ On the 5th in- 
{tant, off the ifland of Sokatora, at the entrance of the 
Streights of Babelmandel,. the fell in with three garbs of 
Movffas, and two of the bibbee of Cananore, all! of which 
fhe captured with a fingle thot. Three of them were 
fnows, which, after plundering, they let go; the other 
fhips were fent off for the ifland. Yefterday we had 
the fatisfaction to learn, that a Mouw‘fas fhip had arrived 
at Tellicherry. It appears.that a Lieutenant and four- 
teen men had been put into the flip to carry her to the 
Mauritius ; but they had not the precaution to take out 
any of the Moplas, who amounted to about 70. After 
having parted from the privateer about fix days, thefe 
people rofe on the captors, put eleven of them to death, 
and the reft jumped overboard and were drowned. — 
From the papers found-in the fhip, it appears to be the 
intention of Captain Le Meure to cruize off the Streights 
fome time, in the hopes of getting a large thip of Chils, 
laby’s, with a large fum of mosey on board. He men- 
tions his intention of vifiting the Malabar and Coroman- 
del coalts, before his return to the ifland.* He has ta- 
ken 17,000 venetiang and 40,000 dollars on the five 
veflels.

Jowing information: 

Atthe date of our correfpondent’s departure from 

the [fle of France, viz. the 13th of Auguit, public af- 
fairs were in the utmoft diforder ; M. Malartic, the no- 
minal Governor, poffeffed no influence or authority, 
which was completely ufurped and exercifed by a body 
ftiling themfelves “ The Affembly.” In this Affem- 
bly were four parties of oppofite views and interefts, each 
{truggling to obrain the afcendancy, and to counteract 
the defigns of their antagonifts. In one point, and in 
one only were thefe fons of liberty and’ equality united, 
namely, ina refolute and determined refitance to every 
arrette of the Direétory for the emancipation of their 
flaves. 
_ The national troops hadbeen fent. from the ifland 
with Sercie’s {quadron fome confiderable time before 
our correfpondent’s departure. ‘They had no efficient 
means of defence, and fuch was the divided ftate of 
their councils, and the general diftruft reciprocally pre- 
vailing, that were an Englifh force to appear before the 
ifland, it would furrender at difcretion. Such a change 
was earne(tly defired by the bulk of the inhabitants, 
who were heartily tired of the reiga of anarchy and 
diforder. 

There were no privateers equipping for fea ; and ons 
only, L’Unie, lately from Europe, was on a cruize—~ 
fc is this privateer that has commited the depredations

came from Vurope exprefsly in confequence of the de- 
oe of the Dire@ory, authorifing the capture of neutra!

5 s : SYNOD OF DUMFRIES. 

*"The Provincial Synod of Dumfries met there the 

16th inftant. The bufinefs which chiefly occupied their 

attention, was the caufe of Mr Tuomas Henperson, 
minifter at Dryfdale.- The Prefbytery of Lochmaben 
had ferved him with a libel, upon a fama clamofa; which 
was found relevant by laft General Aflembly. The 
Prefbytery, after a voluminous proof, having found Mr 
Henderfon. guify of habitual drunkennefs, of curfing, 
and ‘of indecent and criminal familiarity with women, 
had depofed him from the office ‘of the holy mini(try. 
Mr Henderfon brought his caufe before the Synod by 
appeal. Tet ‘appeared that he had alfo brought appeals to 
the Synod, againlt the examination of certain witnefles. 
"Fhe Synod, after having heard parties, pronounced 
the following fentence : 

The Synod, having waved the consideration of the different 
appeals brought against the evidence of certain witnesses, and 
resting their judgement on the depositions of the other witnes- 
ses, and taking under their serious consideration the whole of 
the proof on the part of the Presbytery, (excepting the depo- 

- sitions underappeal,) together with the exculpatory proof on 
the part of the appellant, did, and hereby do, after mature de- 
liberation, find the sentence of Presbytery welt founded; and 
therefore did, and hereby do, unanimously affirm the sentence 
of the Presbytery of Lochmaben, deposing Mr ‘Thomas Hen- 
derson from the office of the holy ministry, and discharging 
him from exercising the same, or any part thereof in all time 
coming, on pain of incurring’ the altimate censure of the 
church 

Againft this fentence, an appeal was taken by Mr 
Henderfon’s procurator to the enfuing General Aflem- 
bly.
